Tlie iiiiiiiii;.,' oni;iiiecr who has cliargo of 
the work on Fiutllay creek is absent in 
Califoniiii. The outlook is reported as 
good, mid several amall cleau-ups Imvu 
been made. 

Mr. Leonard, a practical miner wiio lias 
stuck to Weaver creek for years, is re- 
ported to iiavn iloiie well this season, 
uiakiiii,' a cleaii-uii of us er iSo,()(Jl) in euarsu 
;,'ulvl. lio luLs two men .il work aud will 
iiicreftsu tlio force next sunniior. Weaver 
oruuk is a sliorl distance fnmi C'raiilnuok. 

Sinclair & Co. have sociiieil tlie contract 
from the Domininii ^'oveniiiieiit for ileep- 
ening the clianiiol over tlio .Salinoii Beds. 
As part of the work Toby crock will Im 
divarted so that it will empty into the 
lake above the bods, with the c\])ectation 
that its waters will hel]i to ilredge the 
chmiiiol. 

A v/iiigdiun is being built in Bull river 
from wliieh great rosults are expected.

water now beiiiL; inn deep tor ilie work lo 
bo cairied mi willi ailvanlane. 

The four Chinese eiim[jaiiies on Wild 
llorae are eleaiiiiig up fur the season, ."^io 
far, mie of the coiii|ianies has eleaiiei! up 
one tluine out of four, getting over cil.lJOil. 
Mr. (Jrillith, the mily wliitmnaii operating 
on tlic oreek, is liydrauliciiig, and has ml 
cleaned up for throe years. Ho will not 
make a cleanup this year. Ho thinks he 
ha.s between §15,000 aud §20,000 m his 
llunieH, and has picked up several good 
nuggets this summer, one of them being 
worth $50, one .$15 and one §11: 

Last July a discoven^ that promises 
well was made on Toby Creek. The ledge 
is a well defined out! willi slate and granite 
walls. It is 2-1 feet fnmi wall to waU, car- 
rying nilnoral the entire length. The pay 
streak is fully six feet witle of almost soliil 
mineral. The ore is a cube galena, carry- 
inj; silver and a little gold. An as.say 
made at Ottawa gave a return of .SUli in 
silver to the ton, and one made by Mc- 
Viekor of Salt Lake, Utah, gave $712 in 
silver and $1 in gold to the ton, besides 
going 7'S per cent, in load. 

Snino of the people who live in the 
neighborhood of Fort Steele would like 
to sou the uiounted police back in camji 
there, and are quietly setting up the pins 
to bring about that result. lie|)ortjj of 
Indian outrages are iiidnstrioiialy circulat- 
ed, petty thefts are inagnilied into high- 
way robberies, and a .systematie and gen- 
eral attempt made to get u|) a searo. Chief 
Isidore reports his Indians as peaceable 
and peaceably inclined, and that there is 
no foundation for the att^-mpted scare. 

Advices from Field are that the tram 
way i» completeil and works all right. The 
cars are attnehed to a iiteel cable, and 
have a cajjacity id" ahout 1,000 puund.! ol 
ore, the loaded ones ]niHing nj) the emp- 
ties and those loaded with supplies to the 
weight of 300 jiounds.

When 
the (juartz; uiiiies around ICootenay lake 
are opuuod up, tin; r.uiehmeii to llio east 
will have a good home market for their 
truck. Next KUnimer the C. F. K. will builda 
road to connect the lake with the Colum- 
bia river, and, if the route is found prac- 
ticable, the road will be extended east, 
througli the Crow Nest pass, to Fort Mac- 
• eod und Letlibi idge. When that road is 
built ranches in the Kootenay country 
will be worth money. 

About a month ago George McOabe se- 
cured a bond on several claims in the Mc- 
Murdo district, intending to place them 
on the other side, but he did not go fur 
I her than \'iiiicouver for the needed cap- 
ital. Ho passed through Uonald Thurs- 
day (di his way to (jolden, intending to 
try and get supplies into the district, so 
as to put men to work this winter. lie 
will undoubtedly succeod,as he is evident- 
ly a huatlur from way hack. Lowe & Dai- 
iiard «en'i a .sample frmii their Crescent 
claim lo M(A'iek(d' of Salt Lake for assay. 
The reLurii was .'?L"-'(1.0.'I in silver anil 
Sf8.4-1 ill gold to the tun, besides .'!(! per 
cent, lead and 11 per cent, copper. Pretty 
good rook. JMcMurdo is likely to rival 
Toad Mountain in both extent and rioh- 
nesH. 

'l'li« Perry Creek Gold IVIining Com- 
pany has its tunnel in B36 feet, ib follow- 
ing pretty niiich the name eoiir.se as the 
old tmuiel, being above it and in tifteeii 
foot further. The work is in the old river 
channel, and going through what has evi 
dently been a canyon. So long as tlioy are 
in this canyon gold is not expected to be 
found ill paying quantities, as the bedrock 
is so emootli that rrold woiild not remain 
on it. Tliu gravel taken out prospects 
from ten lo tiftoeu cents to the (laii, but 
the returns are small, for the reason that 
more bouldora than din is taken <mt in 
driving the tunnel. On October 27th a 
wash-up was made from the dirt taken 
.out by two men in two' days, resulting in 
a clean-up ot over an ounce. Tills was an 
improvement on fiu'iiier cloan-ups, the 
gold beinc coarser. The work is sup- 
posed to bo about four feel, aliovo the bed- 
rock. From present indications, the 
channel will auon take a turn ; if ho, the 
bed-ijck will form a natural rillle and 
iiumonsely rich ground is sure to be 
struck. Part of the force are building an 
oQico and a storeroom. All the work 
done on the ground is timt-claas, Manag- 
ing Foi'euiaii Dow being a thoroughly 



piactical man. Work will bo prosecuted 
all winter. 

The now bridge across the Kootenay 
river at Fort Steele, is picmounced a first- 
class one, and reflects credit on Mr. Roc- 
ket, who had charge of its construction. 
At low water, the river at that point is 
340 feet wide, with a greatest depth of U 
foot 4 inches. At liigli water it attains a 
depth of 17 feat and it. width of 355 feet. 
The bridge is located about 500 feel to the 
south of the Galbraitli terry, and !ias a 
total length of 420 feet. It has four 
Queen truss spans — 70 feet 7 inches, till 
feet 4 inoiies, 69 feet, and 71 feet in 
length. The entire roadway is planked 
with 2i-incli planks. The limber used in 
its construction had lu he hauled a long 
distance to the river, and rafted down to 
the bridge site, there being not enough 
tinibor near by for even the false work. 
T'he total cost of the bridge will not ex- 
ceeil .So, 500; S300 has boon expended in 
renewing the bridges across lour sloughs 
in the tlats on the west side of the Koote- 
nay. The sloughs are formed by high 
water in the St. Mary's river. The Wild 
Horse creek bridge ImHalsn been repaireil 
at a cost of SIHS. The total cost of the 
bridge acro.ss the Kicking Horse river and 
slouirh at (ioldeu was §1,553. Thus, over 
87,501) has been expended ou bridge work 
in the eastern half of Kootenay district 
in the last year, most of which remained 
in the country. The work was all done 
by day's labor, ,?125 a month being the 
highest wagu.i paid to any person engaged 
on their const iHctioii.

THK ilAHlNK HOSPITAL. 

The Patients Complsin of the Irreciilarlty of 
of the Medical Attendant aud Aik That 
Suiuetblng be Cone. 

A few days ago a well-known sea 
captain in conversation with a Coloni.ST 
reporter, made mention of a visit paid to 
an old friend under treatment at the 
.Marino Hospital. What he saw during 
his visit he slated was sulBciont to con- 
vince him that the institution was, lo say 
tiio least, very poorly inaiiaged, the atten- 
tion given the unfortunate palients being 
far from what the dictates of humanity 
reciuired. Having always regarded the 
Marine Hospital as one of the institutions 
of which our city has reason to feel proud, 
the reporter determined to investigate at 
once. For this purpose he paid a visit to 
the hospital yesterday afternoon, and 
found four of the patients at present un- 
dergoing treatment in the dimly-lighted 
ward. Quartermaster Coveuey, of the 
S.S. Parthia, who is laid up with a 
broken foot, welcomed the reporter and 
expressed himself as only too pleased to 
introduce him to the jiatients and tell all 
ho know about the (d'igiii uf the rumors 
of neglect. Said ho: • '1 came here on the 
2Bth (Iclober with a broken foot. 1 had 
it broken on board ship. 1 have nothing 
to complain of about the treatment here. 
You see I don't require hardly any treat 
liient, but just have to wait until my foot 
is well. My foot was sot by the ship's 
.■surgeon before I caiuo here and so the 
doctor has nothing to do forme." 

He then took up his crutches and hob- 
bled off to where a Mr, Brown, who was 
brought from Moodyville about the first 
of the numth, was half-sitting, half-lying 
on his cot. Mr. Brown held out a waited 
hand to the reporter, ;iiid then in a weak, 
niisleady voice told hiui what he hud to 
say of llie troalnient the patients receive. 
Ho did not blame the attendant, ho said, 
for not being able to look after the pa- 
tieiil.s and care for thoni as they should bo 
cared for. He did not tliink ho waa a 
proiier person to be placed in charge of a 
sick room and look after all the other 
work of the hospital beside. Thoatloiid- 
anl, he saiil, was a deaf, old man, who 
went to bod at eight o'cluck, and no mat- 
ter how bad a patient might be taken in 
the night, oven if he was dying, no one 
eamu near until the morning. He did 
not say it could be helped, but it was ra- 
ther liartl on tliO piilieiitM, who since he 
had been there wore foiood to make their 
own beds or leave them iniiimde. After be- 
ing brought to the hospital, ho said, il 
was a fuu day before the doctor came to 
see him and then the medicine which he 
should have, had only been given once. 
The doctor, he said, did not make reguUir 
visits. It was always (.ovoral days be- 
tween his calls. 

A fever patient named (latca was the 
last t;dked to. Ho scid that ho iMiild aay 
very liltlo more than Mr. ftrowii had. The 
irregularity of the doctor's visits was the 
principal hardship which the patients had 
to put up with. 

The other patients were alooping and so 
the reporter bade the unfortunate suirer- 
ers "good-bye" and inado his way out. 

It is very probable that some arrange- 
ments can be made at once to incrvase tlie 
usefulness of the linspital, and do away 
with tho grievanfl«« of which the patients 
complain. It is to bo hoped this will be 
done at once, and that the Marino Hospi- 
tal will maintain a high .■o[iutation, and 
remain a charitable institutinn creditable 
to the philsnthropy of its founders and 
aui>portors and to the oity of Victoria.

London, Nov. 20.— At a sitting to-day 
of the Pariiell commission, Attorney-Oon- 
eral Sir Richard Webster, counsel foi the 
Titiir.-i, ciiiplained of the difficulty exper- 
ienced in bringing forward witiiesaea fnnn 
County Kerry, and asked the court's as- 
siHlanco" He also called the attention of 
the cimrt to an article which appeared in 
the Kerry SentineL, a ]>aper owned by Fil- 
ward /Harrington. The article chargiul 
the judges of the commission with being 
creatures of the government who were not 
able to veil their prejudici^s. The attm-- 
uoy-geiierai appealed to the court lo lake 
action against the [laper. Harrington's 
counsel asked that the matter be adjourned 
until to-morrow, .-iiid the court assented, 
A farmer from County Kerry, named 
CuUoty, was then put upon thest.ind. He 
tcfltitied that because he served notices of 
eviction in 1882, two men visited his house 
aud shut al him. The allots took effect in 
hi.s leg and amputation waa afterwarda 
nece.'saaiy. < )n eross-exaiiiinatioii Culloty 
denieil that his assailants were relatives of 
a servant whom he had seduced. 

Conslablo McCarthy, who searched the 
house of McMahon, treasurer of the 
league, tustitied to tmding certain papeis. 
A letter from among theui was produced 
and handed to the tderk to be marked for 
future idmit iticatioii, but it was not put 
in e\ idence. Sir Charles Russell asked 
to see the letter. .■Mlorney-tleiieral 
Wohster refused lo accede to the 
reciueat, saying that Russell was not 
entitled to see the letter until it was read 
in evideneu. He persisted in his refusal, 
although preaiding Justice Hannen, after 
consulting with his associate, said it was 
the usual custom to allow coiinsol to see 
sucb doeuiuenls. Several witnesses from 
Kerry attributed the outrages which had 
occurred in that district to the league, but 
upon criiss-examinatioii all of thoin failed 
to connect the league with the outrages. 
Shortly before the commission adjourned, 
Mr. Reid, in the absence of Sir Charles 
Russell, appealed to the Times' counsel 
to submit their testimony as to the out- 
rages in a bulk, dispensing with details. 
The eiuiuiry threatened to last long 
enough as at present conducted to ruin 
anybody. Sir Henry James said the 
TiincH was equally anxious to limit the 
time and expenditure. Justice Hannen 
said there must be an effort made to econ- 
omize time. He considered that there 
had been enough detailing of outrages, 
and counsel ought to proceed with other 
branches of testimony.

London, Nov. 20. — Sir H. A. Blake, 
late govamor. of Newfoundland, arrived

The Warwick, Queensland, jS'ationalist 
Gazette, of August 27th, contains the fol- 
lowing obituary of Mr, James Fell,nephew 
of ex-Mayor Fell, of this city: ^ 

"We regret very much to have to re- , 
cord the death of Mr. James Fell,' the 
manager of tlie Stantliorpe branch of the 
Queensland National Bank, The deceased 
gentleman hud been failing for some 
years, but stuck to his work up to the 
end with a courage that demands the 
warmest admiration. He was sulfering 
from a slow form of phthisis and had been 
wasting away for some years until his 
frame had become so attenuated that for 
some months past it had become evident 
the end could not be far off. lie waa at 
the bank on Thursday and transacted all 
buaineaa that came before him. The next 
day, bo rose and dressed himself with aa- 
.sistance, intending to go to work as usual. 
He found, however, that this was impos- 
sible, HO he sent for the accountant iu the 
afternoon and signed aiHr papers that re- 
quired his signature. He also sent a tele- 
gram to the head oflice asking to be re- 
lieved. He waa seen about midnight by 
his medical alleiidaiit. Dr. Lane, 
wlia thought be would probably 
linger for a few days. A change, 
however, occurred about four o'clock o«i 
Saturday morning and he passed away ' 
jieacefully before the doctor could arrive. 
The funeral took jdace on SnudHy, and 
was said, by old re.iitleiil s, to have been 
the largest ever seen in Staiithorpe. (Jne 
circumstance connected with il deserves 
special mention. A number of bis friends 
requested that no vehicle might be pro- 
cured to convey the corpse to the cem- 
etery as they desired to cairi-y all that re- 
mained of their late friend to his last rest- 
idg place. According the body was borne 
by hand, tirat lo the Wesleyan chapel 
whore a portion of the service was ]ier- 
formod, and thence to llie cemetery. The 
funeral service was conducted by the resi- 
dent Wesleyan minister, Rev. J. Gard- 
ner. The deceased was born at Cocker- 
mouth, in the county of Cumberland, 
Fiigland. He was educr.ted in a private 
school, but when f)uito young, entered 
the riiioii Bank, London. His health 
here showed .signs of gi\ iiig way, and he 
came out to these colonies a'uout ten years 
ago. He landed in Sydney, and met there 
Mr. Rylands, then managing the head 
oHice of the Q. N. Bank, who had been a 
fellow liinployee of his in the Union. Mr. 
Rylands at once arranged that he should 
join the Q.N. Ho went up to Brisbane, 
and after working there for thr ■ 
years, his health necessitated a 
further change, and he was- sent 
on to Staiithorpe. Ho lingered on > iti 
the healthy mountain air for seven years, 
and may fairly be said to have at length 
died ill harness. The deceased gentleman 
took great interest in local niatlers, and 
gave valuable asBiataiice as a ineniber of 
the Hospital Committee, and also in con- 
nection with the Pastoral and Agricul- 
tural Society, and wuh ever ready to assist 
to tho utmost of his power any scheme 
that had for its objeot the welfare of the 
town and district. He was most courteous 
and pleasant to meet in huBinoss matters, 
and in the iiitorcoin'HO of private life, and 
was not only liked, but widely and gener- 
ally respected. Hie abilities and force of 
character were considerably above the 
average, and with ordinary good health ho 
wOulil probably have been a distinguished 
man. He was only thirty-eight years at 
tlie time of his death, and leaves a 
widow and two children to mourn his 
loss."

It w ■. ; with 
the view iif Lj'.iiiiiiiL; Irish vute.s I. the 
lld|)ublican fcioiiators rofusud to sanction 
the Fishery Treaty. It was tlio hope of 
securinir the support of men of that na- 
tionality that induced President Cleve- 
land to pen his extraordinary and incon- 
sistent message recommending retaliatioji, 
and there is no doubt that it was Irish 
iiiHuence that prumptod the President to 
deal so harshly and in sucli a peremptory 
way with Liuil Saekville.

Politi- 
ei.ina aiddom ._;o iiul of tlieir wa}' tu gain 
till' voie.s anil iiillueiici; of these men 
on areouiit ol' their nationality, 
lint tlie Iri.sh vote is reg.-irdod as u unit 
from New York to San Francisco. This 
strong political union among Irishmen iis 
Irishmen, hosjits drawbacks. It provokes 
antagonism. It is not so long ago that 
Know-nothingisni was ntised up to oppose 
what native Americans regarded as a for- 
eign iiilltienec, and of late wo have heard 
of a iiiovc-iiieni lo naliiralizo English, 
Scotch and Canadian residents in the 
United Slates sii that their votes might 
neutralize t hose of the Irisli. We know 
that the \eiy Ih!sI of Irisli Aiiiei'icans do 
not ajipi-ove of this iii.assiiig of their coun- 
trymen for political piii ))oses. Tluiy would 
rather see them do Hs they do, vote ac- 
cording to their political convictions with- 
out reference to either their nationality 
or their creed, lint this would not serve 
the purpose of professional politicians of 
their race. They want to iiso their coun- 
trymen for theiruwii ai,'gi.iiidiHeineiit, and 
consequently, they do tiieir lje.it to keep 
alive and ai;tive In them the spirit of Irish 
nalionalily. 'I'liey, thereloiM, d,, luit talk 
Aiiierican pditirs to Irish ;iii(lieneea. 
Irish grievances ai;ainst <lreat Ihilaiii i.s 
the staple of their addresses and 
editorials. Thoy vote for Ameri- 
can politicians on Irish issues. For 
instance, the American politician who is 
nob an enthusiastic £ome Ruler, no 
mat6er to what party ho belonges or 
what his abilities may be, would appeal 
for sii|i])ort to an Irish (;oiiatitiHiiiey in 
vain. This is uol a lut.allhy stjitc of 
thing.s, and the i-xtreuie eagiMiiesH with 
which .A iiieriraii politic-iaiis hid for the 
Irish vole may yel he productive of 
serious conHe(|iieiicos to the Anieriean 
Republic. 

We see in Canada the same rivalry 
among poHtioiaiiB for the Irish vote. 
Wiiile men of oihor nationalities are 
hot thought of, wo aee appeals o^ntluually 
made to Irishmen ns such. This is to be 
deplored. The man who appeals to Cana- 
dians fur ]ioIitical support sliould do so us 
f, 0*iudiau uud jio should be votud /or uot 
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becftuse he belongs to any race or nation 
or professes any particular creed, but be- 
cause he is an able and an honest man 
who, if placed in a position of trust and 
honor, woi>ld servo his country faithfully. 
Irishinuii, to auy tho least, possess as 
much ability and as iiiucli onorgy and en- 
terprise as tlio iiieii uf any other race in 
the country, and thoy can well utl'oid to 
depend upon their own individual merits 
for the support of their fellow Canadians; 
and it would be better for thom and 
better for the Dominion if they polled 
their votes on Canadian questions without 
any reference to Irish grievances or Irish 
aapiriitions past or present. 



MORMONS IN CANADA. 

The Mormons are trying to get a foot- 
hold in the Canadian Northwest. They 
have formed a colony at Lee's Creek, Al- 
berta. They are doing well. They are 
industrious and frugal, and the}- hel[i one 
another, conseiiuuntly, if they have half 
a chaiico, they will be curtain to thrive. 
1'liey aro applying to the Doininion (Jov- 
erninent for favors. The ( lovernmunt, if 
it ia wise, will be very cautious in its 
dealings with these people. They aro not 
desirable as settlers. At first they de- 
clared that they had given up polygamy, 
and there were people simple enough to 
believe them. Now they are not so 
strong in their repudiation of their 
poeiiliar institution and ask tho Oov- 
ernnient to permit those of theui 
who have already more than one wife 
to live with them --that is, to toler- 
ate polygamy [irovisionally, as it were. 
When they get stronger they will no 
doubt throw oli the thin disguise they still 
retain and insist upon practising polygamy 
iiccording to the tenets of their re- 
ligion. They will then bo a separ- 
ate conununity, and the tendency 
will be, as it is in tho States, to make the 
distinction botwooii Mormon and (Jentile 
wider and wider as time jirogreases until 
they will not only bo separate froiu their 
ueiglibiir.s,luit; bitterly antagonistic. Chris- 
tiana will not mix with Mormons, and 
Mormons will have as little dealings as 
possible with Christians. It will not be 
wise to aid in the introduction of such an 
olomeiit ef discord and demoralization in- 
to the Canadian Northwest. If the Mor- 
mons settle in any part uf the Dominion, 
thoy should settle on the same terms us 
other immigrants, qnd they should be 
subject to all the laws of the country. No 
favors should bo extended to them. But 
they should be given to understand that 
the (iovennnent will not wink at any of 
their illegal practices, ahd thut if they 
violate tho laws of the land regarding mar- 
riage they must abide by the cunse- 
([uuiices. 

TWO SKRMONS. 

Wo have lately seen two sermons on 
gambling. Tho stylo of tho two diacourses 
is very ditterent and there is ,i greater dif- 
feronco still between the men by whom they 
wore delivered. One preacher is the Rev. 
Mr. Farthing, a clergyiiiaii of tlie lipiseo- 
pal Church, aiul the other i.i I'.it Shecdy, 
who is not a clergyman at all but a man 
who is morally and socially as far from a 
iMiiiister of the Gospel as he can well bu. 
.Mr. Farthing denounces gambling because 
it tends to deprave the community and 
iliverts men from honest toil. He looks 
upon the practice of gambling both as a 
delusion and a snare. It is deceptive to 
the last degree. The man who ruins him- 
self by gambling, he altiniis, falls deliher- 
atelj' into a snare that is std for him lie- 
fore his eyes. The games in which he 
stakes his inoiiey were invented by gam- 
bleiK, not for the beiiolit of such as he is, 
but for tho professional gambler. Mr. 
FarthingsHysthatnonebut the professional 
gambler makes money by games of chance. 
"Even," he says, ''if the appliances are 
not fixed so as to prevent the novice from 
winning, the superior knowledge of the 
game possessed by the professional ren- 
ders los.-i to ihe beginiifr a cert.diity. " 
I'at Sheedy, who is .a h.icker i;f prize 
lighters and a gambler, comes to the same 
eoncliisiun as the parson Imt by a very 
iJill'ereiit road. I'at has bouglit his exper- 
ience and has paid a great deal for it. lie 
declares that gambling does not pay. He 
does not except tho professional gambler 
or the dishonest gambler. He gives it as 
the result of his observations — and his o)>- 
purtunities of observing have been e:.-- 
ceptionally good — tliat the yreat bulk <■•/ 
'lamhlfis ilie iHiiipun. This is well worth 
remeiiiberiiig. It is a little singular that 
a clergyman and a spiu'tiiig man, sjieiik- 
iiig in places far apart, to diU'erent aud- 
iences, nnd from difl'erent motives, say 
the same thing about the vice uf gambling. 
// dues nut pay.

Toledo Blade 
has a wide reputation and it might bo 
Buppoaod that its editor would know some- 
thhig about the public affairs of the Groat 
liopublic's next door neighbor. Yet this 
is how it speaks of tho Dominion l*remior, 
who ought, one would think, to be pretty 
well-known by this time, to at least every 
newspaper editor in tho United States:

She 
says: "If people realized that in tho wilds 
of Alaskan territory this civilized, refined, 
ulvaiiced, nineteenth century Ignited 
states holds a perfect inferno of crime 
and torture, where helpless women and 
luero children are being a.acriliced and 
gradually externiiiiated. .Surely .some 
remedy ought to bo found. In all that 
country tliero is no law — there can be no 
restraint— and the lowest animal passions 
of the rough iiiinera, tra|ipers, hiintera, 
soldiers and sailors rage unclieckeil.' 
What Mia. N'oorhiiia says is confirmed in 
a no less direct manner by other travellers. 
And the official reports, though discreetly 
worded, show that the white men in 
Alaska, freed from the restraints of civi- 
lized society and law promptly and im- 
partially administered, act in tho most 
brutal manner. The St. Paul I'iunefi- 
Fre.tn shocked at the outrages that were 
e(mimitted in that northern country with 
impunity demands immediate and 
thorough reform.

"Any male or female of the full aj^'o of 
twenty-one years who has paid or udio 
may |iay a license for the jiresiiiit six 
months and has been a resident of Vic- 
toria for one year previous to the day of 
election is entitled to vote." 

The Act lays down tiie foUowiiif,' as an 
inipiuative reipiiremi'iit : 

"Any male or feinale Indding a liciuiec 
for, and carrying on business within, llio 
inunieipality, and who shall li:i',-o paid for 
such license for the six calemlar inonlhs 
next jirceeding the day of eleclion, pro 
vided such person is of the full ago i>{ lil 
years, and has been a resident of such 
iiiui,ici])ality f<u' at least one year previous 
to the day of election." 

According to the Mayor's version, any 
person, male or female, on payniuiii. of $5 
for a business license, may vote. Accord- 
ing to the Act a . person voting under a 
trade licunse qualification must actually 
be engaged in business within the muni 
eip;ility, ami niuft h.ave been a residcnl 
of the iiiunicipalily f(U- at leasi 
one year jMevioiis to the day of election. 
Such person may not bu a British Hiibjeet. 
The act further rei|uirea that " any male 
or female, being uf the full age of twenty- 
one years, who is rated upon the assess- 
ment roll of the municipality, and who 
has paid on or before the first day of De- 
cember in each year all municipal rates, 
taxes and license fees, or has reaideil and 
been a houselnddur in thu municipality for 
six months beforu the ulectiun at a rental 
or rent value of nut less than sixty dollars

1 1 um.aii thoughts, liii- 
man intellect, unless imbued wilb truth, 
ia worse th.ui useless. \\'e cauiddain the 
truth if we are willint; to jiay the price.
